Firehouse Site 
Matter Still 
In ‘Status Quo’ 


Plans of the Menlo Park Fire Dist- 
rict to construct a new headquart- 
ers station are in a status quo fol- 
lowing organized protest against a 
proposal to build on a site at Oak 
Grove avenue and Hoover street, 
Commissioner Polk Dodson told the 
RECORDER yesterday. No new 
steps have been taken toward pur- 
chase of the land. 

Dodson said the district commis- 
sioners have studied other locations 
suggested by opponents of the Oak 
Grove-Hoover site, but that so far 
none suitable has been found from 
the standpoint of price. Others were 
found to be unavailable. 

In addition, he said, realtors have 
been asked for listings of possible 
sites. 

The commission holds an option 
on the Oak Grove-Hoover site and 
it is understood the land can be ob- 
tained for about $15,000. 

Dodson said the commission has 
an obligation to taxpayers to ob- 
tain a new site as reasonably as pos- 
sible, that the tax rate for the dist- 
rict now is nominal and should be 
kept so. 

Opposition to the proposed site 
has been led by Dr. Ruth T. Smith 
and joined by many signers of a 
petition of protest.

It was brought out at council 
meeting that under the zoning plan, 
one section of the ordinance pro- 
vides that land in certain residen- 
tial areas to be used for government | 
purposes, schools, churches and pub- 
lic utilities, is subject to a use per- 
mit. 


Thus, it was pointed out, the 
Menlo Park Fire District would 
have to apply for a use permit be- 
fore it could use the proposed site 
at Oak Grove avenue and Hoover 
street for a new headquarters fire- 
house. 


The fire district has an option 
on the land and regards it as the 
best site for a new station. The 
proposal has been strongly opposed 
by property owners in the area. 


Council decided to proceed with 
advertising for bids for the Ravens- 
wood avenue improvements. The 
work was planned last year, but aft- 
er bids were rejected as too high, 
rains prevented any further action. 
The road is heavily traveled by 
Stanford Village residents and tra- 
verses a rapidly-expanding residen- 
tial section. 

In other actions, the council: 

1. Received a report that Menlo 
Park building permits totaled $210,- 
000 for new construction and alter- 
ations in April. The sum included 
$165,000 in new single residences and 
$34,000 in duplexes. Permit fees 
totaled $971, of which $583 was paid

We therefore urge that they be chosen as a team—a 
team that will work together for the interests of this area. 
Their views are the same. 

Of Mayor Burgess’ qualifications for trustee, there is no 
question. He and other city councilmen are formally on re- 
cord that the need for a new school here is paramount. 

Mr. Lilly states there has been too much delay in provid- 
ing a south area plant. His complete agreement with Men- 
loites on this matter is expressed in his statement that the 
south area is the heaviest contributor to the present facility 
and is entitled to first consideration, and that a school in Men- 
lo Park would be the equivalent of a new one in the north 
county because of the relief it would give to present conditions.

HOUSING ACT 


The following questions and an- 
swers, of interest to landlords and 
tenants under the amended housing 
and rent act of 1948, are provided 
by the Office of the Housing Ex- 
pediter. 


Q. Can a tenant be evicted from a 
rented place which is subject to 
federal rent controls? 

A. So long as the tenant contin- 
ues to pay the rent to which the, 
landlord is entitled he cannot be 
evicted by any court except for the 
eight specific grounds stated in the 
rent law. 

Q. What are the eight grounds for 
eviction? 

A. The following are the only 
grounds for eviction stated in the 
housing and rent act of 1947, as 
amended: 

1. If under the State law the ten- 
ant is violating the obligation of his 
tenancy or is committing a nuis- 
ance, or is using the accommoda- 
tions for an immoral or illegal pur- 
pose or for other than living or 
dwelling purposes. 

2. If a landlord or a member of 
his immediate family wishes to oc- 
cupy the quarters. 

3. If the landlord has contracted 
in writing to sell the place to a pur- 
chaser for his immediate personal 
occupancy.

4, If the landlord wishes to de- 
molish the structure or to alter it 
substantially or to convert it into 
additional housing accommodations 
under specified conditions.

6. If housing accommodations 
have been acquired by a state or 
municipality for public improvement

7. If the landlord is exempt from 
taxation under Section 101 (6) of 
the internal revenue code (Non- 
profit), religious, charitabie and ed- 
ucaticnal institutions), and wishes 
the premises for the purpcese of 
housing staff members. 

8. If the landlord seeks to recover 
possession of an apartment in a 
cooperative apartment for the oc- 
cupancy by the purchased of stock 
in the cooperative, but only if at 
least 65 per cent of the dwelling 
units in the structure are occupied 
by stockholder-tenants. There is 
CORRELL CLANCY one exception to these provisions.

new elementary school at Middle- 
field and Encinal has been given to 
patrons of the Menlo Park school ;

Plans for the structure, tentative- 
ly called the Encinal School, are 
awaiting approval by the state di- 
vision of architecture in Sacramen- | 
to.

Included in the new plant will be 
what is usually called an “all-pur- 
pose” room, designed for us by any 
and all school and community pur- 
poses. 

It will have a disappearing stage, 
a 40 by 80 foot open floor for Folk 
dancing and other activities, tables 
and benches which will seat nearly 
250 children at lunch, a kitchen 
equipped with a walkin ice box, dry 
storage room and serving counter. 
All the windows and lights will be 
protected so limited sports can be 
carried on. 

All classrooms will have bilateral 
lights—natural light brought in 
from both sides. These classrooms 
are of most modern design and in- 
clude all facilities of proven value. 

Each classroom will have an in-| 
dividual drinking fountain, an easel 
for art work, sliding chalk black- 
boards, an electric eye to turn the 
artificial lights on or off as need- 
ed, exits directly into corridors or 
to the outdoors. 

“We sincerely believe that we will 
have a school of which we can be 
proud,” Mr. Homfeld said. 

The suerintendent also reported 
that reconstruction and additions at 
the Fremont School have reached 
the stage where little progress is 
apparent from the outside, but 
plasterers and carpenters are busy 
inside.
